Christmas is so near at hand that al- 


ready secret preparations are being made 
for the customary celebration of the 
holiday. It has become the gift-giving 
season partly as a matter of fashon, but 
originally and chiefly because the senti- 
ments associated with the festival incline 
one's heart to deeds of kindness and 
gentleness. Crystallized into a custom, 
there is some danger that the sentiment 
underlying the giving of presents to re- 
latives and friends may be lost. 
And 


yet, 
without the sentiment, the gifts 


themselves can have little value to other 
than sordid minds. It is better to give 
no presents to any one than to mar the 
Christinas feeling by giving grudgingly 
or as a mere matter of duty. If we are 
actuated by pure love and desire to give 
it expression by a gift, it becomes a real 
pleasure to spend days or weeks in devis- 
ing something that will be treasured by 
tbe recipient as a sure sign of our affec- 
tion. The gift, small or large, should 
express our thoughtful appreciation of 
the character, teals or seutimenls of our 
friend. It should have in it something 
of the giver, if nothing more than his 
thoiightfuluess, One may not have the 
time or talent to prepar- a place of one's 
own hand-work to present to a friend, 
but, if uot, a present may be bought that 
will just as truly represent thoughtful- 
ness and cons deration. A book may be 
.m appropriate gift, but it should "be a 
book specially prized by the recipient, or 
peculiarly adap'ed to his needs or tastes 
—one that will show that the giver 
bestowed some thought upon the choice 
to be made, and did not buy it haphazard 
*ith the sole purpose of discharging an 
issumed duty. So also in choosing other 
^ifts, « hatever their character, whether 
useful or ornamental, they should b« 
selected with discriminating care, so that 
they may really express thoughtful in- 
terest and sympathy. It is a didlcult 
but pleasant task to select Christmas

Such was the order which on the 1st 


of July sent Hancock forward to Get- 
tysburg to take command of three army 
corps over two officers, Howaid and 
Sickles, who were his seniors in rahk. 
To the latter fact Geueral Meade's at- 
tention was called ; but he replied that 
he could not help that. In this crisis he 
must have a man whom he knew and 
could trust him. With such a commis- 
sion no time was to be lost. The com- 
mand of the Second Coips was turned 
over to Gibbon ; aud soon Hancock was 
being driven at top speed in an ambu- 
lance, while with Morgan he studied the 
imperfect mans ot the region, the best 
which headquarters could provide. The 
duty which had been charged upon Han- 
cock was more than that of extricating 
from peril the two corps at the front. 
Down to thin moment it bad been 
Meade's prevailing intention to take up 
the line of Pipe Creek, which had been 
carefully surveyed by the engineers, as 
that best suited for defensive action and 
is fully covering Baltimore. The ad- 
vance of the loft wing had been made 
only with a view to discovering the 
enemy's position and purposes; aud 
even now it might be best, in spite ot 
the opening action, to fall back to this 
line and aivait Lee'a attack theie. This 
Hancock was practically to decide for 
the commanding general; this it was 
for which he scanned the poor 1 tile map 
tha^t had been furnished him.

HANCOCK AT GETTYS- 
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TIIK IIAS-COCK-SICKLKS JMF- 
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The biography of General H'infield 


Scott Hancock, written by General 
Francis A. Walker, is undoubtedly one 
of the most authentic histories ever 
written on any of the great officers who 
fought on the battlefield of Gettysburg, 
It is put in such form as to be interest- 
ing to the casual reader and yet correct. 


General Hancock was one of the most 


brilliant of all the soldiers of the war. 
Although he never leached a high inde- 
pendent command, and therefore was 
untested as a soldier in the responsible 
management of great campaigns, he 
was so thoroughly tried as a coipi com- 
mander in the face of the gravest perils. 
and always acquitted himself with such 
superb credit, that the people of tbe na- 
tion did not take pause to inquire what 
he cnigbt have accomplished bad he been 
in command of a department or at tbe 
head of a great army in the Held. Thai

while Ewell, having seized the town 
with his right, is extending his left to 
grasp Cui[)'s Hill, from which he would 
command the road to Baltimore. To 
hold Cemetery Hill, thus threatened, 
theie ia a single brigade not yet en- 
gaged—that of Coloii'rl Orlando Smith, 
about 1.000 strong, which had been left 
in reserve wheu Howard went forth to 
iiipport Reynolds. Here and there rem- 
nants of other brigades halted, unwilling

had begun. To prepare the way for his 
daring and resolute infantry Lee had or- 
ganized one of the mightiest cannonades 
m the history of war. Nearly one hun- 
dred and lii'ty guns had been brought in- 
to action along Seminary Kidgeand now 
turned their grim muzzles upon the crest 
which Longstreet's column was to as- 
sault. Owing to the nature of the Union 
position only eighty guns could be 
brought to bear in reply, while, from the 
same cause, the rear of our line was pe- 
culiarly subject to the effects of the hos- 
tile lire. The whole space behind Ceme- 
tery Kidge was rendered uninhabitable. 
General headquarters were broken up; 
the supply and reserve ammunition trains 
were driven out: motley hordes otcamp 
followers poured down the Baltimore 
pike or spread over the fields to tbe rear. 
Upon every side caissons exploded: hor- 
ses were struck down by hundreds; the 
air was filled with flying missiles; shells 
tore up the ground aud then bounded 
for another aud perhaps more deadly 
flight, or burst above the crouching 
troops aud sent their ragged fragments 
down in deadly showers. Xever had a 
storm so dreadful hurst upon mortal 
men. As soon as the cannonade opened 
Hancock mounted his horse, and with 
his staff behind him and his corps flag 
flyi-ig, rode slowly along the front of his 
line that every man might see that his 
seneial was with him in the storm. 
Thousands of soldiers, crouching close to 
the ground tinder tho bitter hail, looked 
up at that calm, stately form, that hand- 
some, proud face, that pennon bearing 
the well-known trefoil, and found cour- 
age longer to endure the pelting of the 
pitiless gale.

It was not until the repulse was com- 
plete that Hancock allowed himself to 
sink to the ground and gave himself up 
to the good corps surgeon, Dougherty 
whom the news had brought to his side 
ine wound was an ugly one and ghastly 
to see. An onlooker bas compared it to 
the stab of a butcher's knife. A few 
minutes of field surgery sufficed to stop 
the flowing blood and made it safe to 
nil him into the ambulance which was 
to bear him from the corps that he had 
commanded one short mouth, yet at the 
head of which he had won immortal 
honor.

Xo 
corps commander of either army, except- 
ing only Stonewall Jackson, ever ac- 
complished so much in decid.iug the 
issues of a great battle its did "General 
llnncock at Gettysburg. He v.as hur- 
ried to the field after the fall of Reynolds 
by special order from General Meade 
instructing him to assume absolute com- 
mand, although not. entitled to such dis- 
tinction by re.ison of his rank. lie was 
thus chosen by General ifrade as the 
one most to be tnuttxl to determine the 
gravest problem of the war, and in his 
decision General lleade heartily con- 
curred, resulting iu the great battle that 
was so decisive against the Confederacy. 
Again on the third day at Gettysburg 
he bore the burnt of the terrific charge 
that was made against 
the 
Union 


line, and, eveu when wounded and com- 
pelled to lie upon the ground, he re- 
mained in active command until 1'ick- 
ett's charge was repulsed. 


The history of General Hancock's 


movement at Gettysburg, the authority 
under which he acted, and the success 
he achieved, not only iu deciding to 
fight the battle there, but in handling 
his forces from the beginning to the 
close, is one of the most instructive 
chapters of this interesting volume. We 
have read many publications telling the 
story of the batlle of Gettysburg and 
the movement of Hancock on the first 
day, but no one has presented this im- 
portant phase of that great conflict aa 
intelligently, conscientiously and faiily 
as has been done by General Walker. 
The story is given with such complete- 
ness that we copy it entire as follows: 


The Second Corps was now arriving 


at Taneytovvn, at its head an officer who 
only three weeks before had been a 
division commander. But he was one 
whose reputation for high tactical skill 
for single minded obedie ce to orders, 
for desperate resolution, whether in at- 
tack or in defense, for almost magical 
pOAer over men, had steadily risen with 
each succeeding day of service. He was 
a man who, wherever he appeared, at 
once, as by a great wave of moral force, 
lifted the hearts of his soldiers through 
Ins own intrepid bearing and joyous 
courage. Moreover, uot having been 
engaged in the struggle of the earlier 
day, he would carry to Gettysburg uot 
otdy a fresh force of mind and will, but 
a judgment calmer than could possibly 
be those of officers who had long been 
disputing that field against heavy odds. 
They might shrink from retreat" before 
the enemy as a personal disgrace; he 
could have no other thought than what

the chaos of retreat, cool, self-possesed, 
the master of himself and his place. 


At half-past four Hancock dispatched 
his senior aid, Major Mitchell, with 
word to Meade that Gettysburg offered 
a suit ible position for defense, though 
somewhat disposed to be turned by the 
left. An hour had sufficed to made a 
great change within the Union lines—a 
vastly greater change as seen from lhe 
enemy's ground. Though not a man 
uesides Hancock and his staff had come 
upon the lie d since Seminary Ridge was 
lost, Lee hesitated to give the order to 
attack positions, naturally strong, which 
appeared to have been suddenly occu- 
pied by fresh troops, so brave was the 
show of force everywhere made. lie 
instructed Eivell to feel our line on the 
right, but uob to bring on a general en- 
gagement. That delay saved the Held 
of Gettysburg to the Union arms. Such 
were Hancock's services on the memor- 
able first day at Gettysburg. 


Au interesting question had arisen, 
and some dispute had grown out of. it, 
relating to Hancock's authority under 
General lleade's order when he arrived 
on the Gettysburg Held and was sou- 
fronted by his superior officer. It will 
he, seen that the order from Geueral 
Meade to General Hancock directing 
him to proceed to Gettysburg is unquali- 
fied,'-to assume command of the corps 
there assembled." This embraced the 
command ot the First and Eleventh, 
which were on the ground, aud of the 
Third, commanded by General Sickles, 
then at JEmmitsburg. He was not in- 
structed to confer with General Ho>vard 
and General Sickles, but he was ordered 
to "assume command," and he was in- 
structed also to decide the question for 
General 
Meade 
whether ihe battle 


should be fought at Gettysburg or the 
army retire to the line th.-n already 
chosen by General lleade on Pipe Creek. 
The order not only expressed absolute 
confidence in Geueral Hancock by giv- 
ing him command of his senior, but it 
says, "If you think the ground and posi- 
tion there a better oue on which to fight 
a battle under,existing circumstances, 
you will so advise the general and he 
will order the troops up." The ques- 
tion of fighting at Gettysburg was thus 
left entirely to Q-eneral Hancock. He 
was not to give his views to General 
Meade for consideration and revision, but 
if he decided that Gettysburg was the 


the gallant troops he has marshaled move 
down the slopes of Seminary Ridge. At 
once the Union batteries on Cemetery 
Hill and about Little Round-Top open 
lire. The plain between the two lines 
once more shrieks with Hying missiles. A 
fairer mark was never offered, better 
artillerists never served their guns. In 
front of every reg'meut in the longCon- 
tederate line bursts the deadly shrapnel 
sending its whistling bullets on into the 
living mass. But the ranks are closed 
without a tremor, and steadily and swift- 
ly the divisions of Pettigrew and Pickett 
move forward to their great enterprise. 


Aud now the guns of the Second Corps, 
which have thus far from want of shell 
and shrapnel been silent during the Con- 
federate advance, open once more, and 
the ranks of Pettigrew and Pickett are 
torn with canister from the guns of 
Woodiuff, Arnold, dishing, Rorty and 
Cowan These gallant ollicers serve their 
batteries as if they were not looking into 
the faces of ten thousand rapidly advanc- 
ing foemen. "No. 1, fire! No. 2. fire 1" 
resounds monotonously from right to 
left of each battery, while the hot guns 
belch their flame and smoke aud leaden 
hail into the very faces of the enemy. At 
last the infantry of Hays and Gibbou 
open Ihe fire they have spontaneously 
reserved for the critical moment. Be- 
fore the blazing muzzles of those thous- 
ands of veteran rifles tho Confederate 
.ines for a moment stagger and reel; the 
ground is strewn with dead and dying 
lint the blood of Virginia and North 
Carolina is up; the colors that have fall- 
en are lifted again and waved defiantly 
in air; the still advancing lines bend 
themselves against the storm of lead as 
a. man leans forward to breast a furious 
gale ; they are so near that a few min- 
utes must decide whether Gettysburg is 
lost or won. 


Now three things occur which must be 
narrated in succession, though they hap- 
pen, if not all at one--, then with inap- 
preciable intervals. 1. Of tbe live brig- 
ades of Pettigrew, that on the extreme 
eft, licockeuborough's Virginians, enfi- 
laded by the euns from Cemetery Hill 
breaks and goes to the r ar; the remain- 
ing brigades, partly under the influence 
01. the same cause, partly recoiling from 
the steady lire of Hay's line, draw in up- 
o i Pickett's troops, heaping up on the 
centre, as one has seen in so many Con- 
federate assaults, while Lane's and 
Scale's brigades close up from the rear. 
2. Stannard's Vermont brigade away 
<lown on the left, is thrown forward up- 
on the Confederate right, driving the 
brigade of Kemper before it.

The bill, presented before the House 


by Gen. Sickles, to provide for the ac- 
quiring of land on the Battlefield of 
Gettysburg for the purpose of creating 
a National Park, says, after enumerat- 
ing and partially describing the var'ous 
tracts; 


"The Secretary of War is authorized 


to employ the services of the Commis- 
sioners heretofore appointed by him for 
the location and acquisition of lands at 
Gettysburg, and who shall proceed, in 
conformity with his instructions and 
subject in all things to his approval, to 
acquire such lands by purchase, or b\ 
condemnation proceedings, to be taken 
by the Attorney-General in behalf of the 
United States, in any case in which it 
shall be ascertained that the same can 
not be purchased at prices deemed rea- 
sonable and just by the said commis- 
sioners and approved by the Secretary 
of War." 


A large part of the land embraced in 


the bill is now in the bands of the Land 
Improvement Company. It has been 
acquired by the company at a figure 
which is, in some eases, far above its 
actual value, the price being, for some 
land, $100 per acre. Much of tnis land 
for farming purposes or for any practi- 
cal investnent is not worth half the 
amount paid for it by the Improvement 
Company. The bill says that the land 
shall be acquired by purchase or condem- 
nation at prices deemed reasonable. If 
reasonable prices are such as the land 
•would bring in the open market, then 
either the Land Improvement Company 
must lose or else the Government must 
pay the prices paid by the company with 
interest on their investment. Clearly, 
if this land is to be gotten at reasonable 
prices, the Government and the Im- 
provement Company must come in con- 
flict providing the supposition that an 
understanding exists between the two 
is false. This, it seems, will be one of 
the most interesting questions. 


What the purpose of the Improvement 


Company is, has been a matter of con- 
siderable question. The statement that 
this land has been purchased for the 
erection of summer cottages, sanitari- 
ums ana so on, is extravagant nonsense. 
The extreme secrecy of this concern and 
the region of its purchases has lead to 
the suspicion that its ultimate aim was

National Homes for Disabled Soldiers 
for permission to erect and establish a 
branch national home within the limits 
of the Gettysburg National Park, the 
Secretary of War is hereby authorized to 
grant such permission and to set apart 
for that purpose as much land within 
the limits of the park as may be in his 
judgment necessary and proper.

Soli CoodUloDS—Cllinate Influences—Clay 


Subsoil. 


The editor of the Practical Farmer 


says on this important subject: The 
propriety of fall plowing seems, for 
moat farmers, to be a question of soil 
and climate. 
If we lived where the 


ground freezes hard and remains frozen 
all winter, and until a time in spring 
when work must be hurried; or were on 
level land of a compact, clayey nature, 
where bard frosts alternated with thaws, 
•we would, perhaps, plow some in fall. 
But from Virginia southwest, bare land 
in winter has been ths curse of the coun- 
try. Here, on the south Atlantic slope, 
the mellowing ejects of frost are of little 
moment, but the damaging effects of 
our winter deluges of rain are very mark- 
ed. In a climate where it is so easy to 
keep the land covered with verdure all 
winter, there is no excuse for bare 
ground, not even for getting the oat 
crop in early, for all of oni oats should 
be in the ground in September, and 
every cotton field should be green with 
Crimson clover all winter. The same is 
true to a great extent in all the middle 
Atlantic States. On a sod, closely past- 
ured until cold weather, and intended 
for corn in the spring, we always prefer- 
red to gel out our manure during winter, 
as fast as made, whenever the land was 
lit to haul on. This cannot be done on 
plowed land. We have always had the 
best corn crops on land that was plowed 
harrowed and planted in the briefest 
possible time. One of the most success- 
ful farmers I ever knew in the State of 
Delaware, seldom put a plow in the 
fcrjund until his neighbors were done 
planting. He always planted on a close- 
pastured clover sod, and whem ready 
and his manure all spread, he puf every 
plow team he bad, and all he could hire 
in the field, and often plowed, prepared 
and planted a 50-acre field in a few days 
The land being fresh and warm, the corn 
came up uniformly and grew with aston- 
fehing speed. 
Fall plowing in most 


places is more a matter of convenience 
than utility to the land. There may be 
times in a very dry season, when it may 
seem to show the best results, but in the 


- long run, it is better for the land in 


most sections, to do as Mr. Senger so 
well says, keep some crop on it all the 
time. The red gullied hills of the South 
are a gaping protest against bare land 
in a region where rain comes much more 
often than snow, and where the light 
frosts only loosen the surface for the 
next rain to wash away. 


Prices of Crops. 


Reports to the Agricultural Bureau for 


December. 


The returns to the statistical division 


of the Department of Agriculture for 
the month of December relate principal- 
ly to the average farm price of the vari- 
ous agriculture products on the first 
day of tbe month. 


The farm price of corn averages 45.6 


cents per bushel, which is 9.1 cents high- 
er than the corresponding price of last 
year. This price is 6 3 cents per bushel 
higher than the average price for the 
decade 1SSO to 1&S9, ana is just 4 cents 
higher than the average for the four 
years 1890 to 1893. 


The average price of wheat is 49 8 


cents per bushel, the lowest price in the 
past 25 years. This price is 33 9 cents 
less than the average for the ;en years 
1880 to 1889 and is 22.1 cenU less than 
tbe average for the four years 1890 to 
1893. 


The returns make the general price 


per bushel of rye 50.5 cents, which is 
1.3 cents lower than the price at the 
same date last year. 


The average farm price of oats, as 


returned for December 1, this year, is 
4.1 cents higher than for the correspond- 
ing date last year, being 32 9 cents per 
bushel, against28.S, December 1,1893. 


The returns show the average price of 


hay to be $8.35 per ton, while that o{ 
last year on the farms was 49.18. The 
average price for 1S92 was *S 49. 


The selling price of potatoes on the 


farm is reported at an average of 55.5 
cents per bushel, or 4.5 cents less than at 
the same date last year. 


FEEDLNG WHEAT. 


A special report on the feeding of 


wheat to cattle has just been issued from 
tbe Argicultural Department, which 
says that the returns from the cor- 
respondents of tbe statistical division 
estimate tbe quantity of wheat already 
fed to stock, that is to say, up to October 
30, at 46,030,000 bushels; and the es- 
timated amount to be fed, 29.273.000 
bushels, making a total of 75,303,000 
bushels. 


These figures of wheat-feeding are 


merely the meagre estimates from those 
States wherein correspondents have com- 
plied with the request of the Depart- 
ment and must not be taken as anything 
more than an attempt at approximation 
of the total feeding of wheat from the 
present supply. The severity and length 
of the winter will necessarily influence 
the final findings upon this question. 


THE ROAD QUESTION. 


Senator Smiley's suggestions on a new 


road law seem to be as good as any yet 
offered. He proposes to give the coun- 
ties such rights to improve the roads as 
seems to the individual county the best 
adopted to its requirements. A conven- 
tion is to be held in each county by duly 
elected delegates. This convention will 
determine what is the best course to 
persne and elect its own officials to per- 
form the work adopted by the conven- 
tion. This, it seems is about the best 
raethod that could be pursued. What 
would do for one county might not do 
for another, owing to soil, lack of proper 
material etc. This is why much objec- 
tion has arisen to the roads of the State 
bring under the same law. 
If each 


county is permitted to regulate its own 
affairs this objection will be obviated, 
and surely if a county cannot take care 
of its own affairs then the State could 
not be expected to do it for it. 


ABOUT seventeen pounds of pork will 


be obtained from feeding a bushel of 
wheat, and fourteen from a bushel of 
corn in tbe same circumstances. By 
comparing prices of the two it is readily 
ascertained which is the more profitable 
to feed. The showing is still more 
favorable for wheat when fed during the 
growing stage of the hogs, and for pro- 
moting tbe growth or muscle wheat b 
manifestly superior to corn.

Cattle Food in "Winter. 


Corn Fodder, Cut ami Uncut. 


It must be satisfactory to those svlio 
ave attached but little value to corn 
odder to learn that nearly all the ex- 
periment stations are at work testing the 
ut and nncnt material in comparison 
with other foods, and eapecially as the 
ejjorts are very favorable to com focl- 
er, which fe wanted to a large extent. 
?armers have heietofoie judged com 
odder by its palatableness, \vhich has 
3e«in proved by recent experiments to be 


false guide, and that it is also possible 
o render it more palatable if it is pre- 
pared and fed with other foods. Fed in 
competition with clover hay corn fodder 
ias given excellent results, aud tlie 
result demonstrates that to allow it to 
waste in the fields is unwise on the part 
of the farmer, as it possesses sufficient 


alue to pay for any labor that m^iy bn 


bestowed upon its preparatiou, and cat- 
ble will learn to accept it readily. 


During the >ear the Wisconsin expei i- 


rnent station fed cornstalks against hav, 
the proportions being 2374 pounds of 
cornstalks, 280 pounds of cornmeal and 
392 pounds of bran, which produced 11^0 
pounds of milk and 57 pounds of butter, 
while 753 pounds of hay, with the same 
quantities of cornmeal and bian, gave 
1063 pounds of milk and SO pounds of 
butter. Although the experiment show- 
ed that one pound of hay was about 
equal to three pounds of corn fodder, 
yet it demonstrates that enough of the 
latter food will be eaten to more than 
equal the hay, but a large portion of 
the fodder was unconsumed.. The next 
experiment was with cut fodder the re- 
sult being that the fodder \vas nearly all 
eaten and it was found that 8-38 pounds 
produced the same amount of milk that 
was procured fiom 1343 pounds fed 
whole, or uncut, tlie difference between 
the cut and uncut varying from 1 i to wi 
per cent, according to the vaiiety of 
corn. 


At the New Hampshire College will, 


fodder that had been shredded, and 
with crushed fodder at the Miumiiu 
station, the results were very satisfac- 
tory, the cattle eating it with but little 
waste, aud it proved equal to hay. It 
must not be overlooked that the value 
of corn fodder depends uuon its being 
larvested at the proper &tage of groutb, 
and that it must bepropeily enrol. It 
is given a rank in value at about three- 
fourths that of good hay when linrve&t- 
ed and properly cured, and then cut up 
or shredded. 
The cost depends upon 


the labor of cutting or preparing it, but 
at the present day the fodder cuUeis 
perform such work quickly and per- 
fectly, while the shredders permit of Us 
being fed into the machine as rapidly as 
wheat can be passed through a threshei, 
from which it conies in a fine condition. 
With such food, and the use of giouml 
grain and bran, the corn fodder crop is 
one of the most valuable on the farm if 
farmers will utilize it to the Lest achan- 
tage.—"Phila. Record. 


Darkened Sleeping KDOIU». 


It is claimed by some piijs cians that 


the brain can not rest perfectly unless 
all light is excluded from the sleeping- 
room, aud whether in going to bed at 
nightor simply lying down fora hrili- 
honr's rest in the middle of the day, thii 
precaution should be taken. Wheie a 
house has an eas'ern or southern expos- 
ure the rooms will be filled with light 
long before it is time to get up, and uu 
less some means be taken to pieveut, 
the morning rest will be more or less 
broken. Especially is this true m the 
case of little children, and it is well to 
accustom them from the first to sleep in 
the dark. 


In the absence of outside blinds there 


ia no better way to secure this p easant 
twilight so conductive to rest than by 
the nse of inside shades made of the 
darkest green holland, and they have a 
great advantage over either inside or 
outside blinds in that they are so easily 
adjusted. 


They supplement but.thej do not take 


the place of the ordinary shades, but are 
set somewhat inside, so as not to inter- 
fere with them, and are rolle-l up and 
quite out of the way H hen not in u-e. 


If the bedroom windows have upper 


panels or stained glass ia which so many 
modern houses abound, the green shades 
should be set so as to cover these also, as 
an exceedingly unpleasant glare pours 
down from them, very trjmg to eyes 
which are trained to sleep in a darkness 
as complete as possible. —
